REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner has found 
claims 1-13 to be unobvious over the prior art of record and therefore to be allowable over the 
prior art of record. The present invention relates to a method of cleaving an O-linked 
oligosaccharide from a glycoprotein, said method comprising the steps of contacting a 
composition comprising a glycoprotein, wherein the glycoprotein comprises O-linked 
oligosaccharides, with a solution comprising a borane-ammonia complex to form a mixture 
comprising the glycoprotein and the borane-ammonia complex; incubating the mixture for a 
period of time sufficient to cleave the linked oligosaccharides from the glycoprotein; and 
forming a mixture comprising oligosaccharide alditol products and deglycosylated protein by- 
products. The relevant prior art document (US 4,719, 294) disclose a method of cleaving 
oligosaccharides from a glycoprotein and glycohormones by hydrazinolysis, but does not 
disclose or suggest the use of a borane-ammonia complex to produce alditol products and 
deglycosylated protein by-products.
